Waco, Tex., Aug. IO.—-It was IB m in­ 
utes after the appointed hour when 
Chairm an Prince rapped for order last 
night. Never before, it is said, has there 
been a larger or more brilliant gat hering 
in the Geyser City.

in his place. The galleries were Jammed. 
The boxes, some 25 in all, were occupied 
by ladies. 
Upon the stage sat the men 
who have fought the battles of tho party 
from the days of its infancy to this good 
hour, when it boasts of its strength ami 
is proud of its power. 
Near the press 
table was Hon. John H. Reagan, whom 
agt* has not made feeble and 
who, to 
judge from the demonstrations of the 
delegates, has lost none of his oldtime 
popularity. 
Then there were Hogg and 
Hailey and Smith and scores of lesser 
lights. 
The report of the comm ittee on per­ 
m anent organization arid order of busi­ 
ness as adopted, is as follows: 
Hon. Marshall Hicks, tem porary chair­ 
man Democratic state convention: Your 
committee on perm anent organizathn 
and order of business begs leave to 
recommend for j>ermanent chairm an of 
the convention Hon. Robert E. Prince 
of N avarro county; for permanent, secre­ 
tary, Mark Logan of H am ilton oounty. 
Assistant secretary—Homer D. Wade 
of McLennan county. 
Serge uit-at-arm s—Tom Bell of Hill. 
Assistant 
sergeant-at-arms 
— Dick 
W are of Mitchell oounty. 
Hon. Cecil Smith, chairm an of the 
committee on platform and resolutions, 
was introduced to the gathering. 
He 
was cheered, aud when the cheering sub­ 
sided he began to read the m ajority 
report of that body, hut he had to make 
way for Secretary Logan, and th at gen­ 
tlem an’s stentorian tones rose high aud 
clear above all else. 
The clause calling for compulsory ar­ 
bitration of differences between corpor­ 
ations aud their employes was received 
w ith cheers, aud he had to read it three 
times. 
Then Chairm an Smith presented the 
two resolutions which had been unani­ 
mously adopted by the convention. 
The one calling for the establishment 
of a state board of health was first con­ 
sidered. 
Dr. J. H. Massey of Harris 
oounty said he hoped it would be voted 
down. 
He was greeted w ith cheers and 
howls. 
The hand had to he called upon 
to drowu the uproar. 
It was a hard 
job, but it finally trium phed. 
Then Dr. 
Massey resumed his argum ent. 
He 
moved to table the resolution. 
This wa* 
lost. 
Hon. V. W. Grubbs of Greenville took 
the floor and again was the band neces­ 
sary to quell the roars of disapproval. 
The gentleman from N orth Texas re­ 
torted spiritedly lo those about him and 
for a time he, the hand and the conven­ 
tion had a hot old time. 
O. H. W illingham of Runnels made e 
a few rem arks in opposition th at were 
decidedly warm. 
There was more bois­ 
terousness, but they could not howl him 
down.

Washington, Aug. JO.—Th© capture 
of Yang Taun, the first objective point 
of the international forces, was the sa* 
prom© news of importance received here 
on the Chinese situation. Tho first won! 
of tills <*aptnro, effected last Monday, 
came in a brief dispatch to the signal 
nflfii'e at the war department, from Oil. 1 
Sem en, the signal officer at Che Foo. 
Half an hour aft<r this message was 
received a cablegram came from Gen. 
Chaffee giving additional details of the 
captate and showing that it had been at 
the cost of about 60 casualties among the 
American troops, Gen. Chaffee’* dis­ 
patch is as follows: 
“ Yang Tstm, Aug. Aug. (J.—Yang 
Tsnn occupied today. 
Wounded: Sec­ 
ond Lieutenant Frank Ii. Long, Ninth 
infantry, moderate; casualties, alxmt fill 
men Ninth U. S, infantry, Fourteenth 
U. S. infantry and battery F, Fifth U. 
S. artillery. Nearly all from Fourteenth 
infantry.

prostrated by heat and fatigue. ” 
Hardly less important was a dispatch 
from General Terauchi, second in com­ 
mand on the Japanese staff, sent to the 
war office of Japan, and transmitted to 
the legation stating that the interna­ 
tional army would total 50,000 mon on 
Aug. 15, at which time the real advance 
on Pekin would lie gin. 
General Ter- 
anchi’s dispatch stated that on Aug. 4, 
When it was forwarded the advance had 
not yet begun. 
This was at first incom­ 
prehensible in view of the fact that 
fight ing had actually occurred. 
But the 
latter statement that the international 
army would total 50,000 men on Aug. 
16, appears to n ake clear General Ter* 
auchi’s mooning and to reconcile it 
with General Chaffee's dispatch. 
Tho present movement, of some 16,000 
men, doubtless is viewed in I he light 
a reconnoissanoe in force, the main 
movement of tho army of 50,000 to fol 
low on Aug. 15. 
This makes clear tho 
meaning of General Chaffee’s dispatch 
that Yang Tsun was the objective point 
Tho war department here has bees con 
siderably puzzled over this statement of 
an objective point, far short of Pekin 
It would appear, however, from Gen 
Terauchi’s dispatch, that th* first force 
of 16,000 men, having opened up com 
munication to Yang Tsun, brought for 
ward supplies and established this ad 
Vance base, the way would then be clear 
for the advance of the larger force on 
Aug. 15. 
The capture of Y angTsuuis, 
therefore, an important strategic branch 
of the fast maturing military plans. 
The place is about IS miles beyond Tien 
Tsin and little loss than a quarter of tho 
way to Pekin. 
Colonel Scriveu’s statement, “wire 
up” contains much meaning, as it is ac 
ceptcd as showing that there is direct 
telegraphic 
communication with the 
array in the field. 
Aside from the as­ 
surance this gives of speedy transmis 
Bion of news from the front, it gives ad 
ditional assurances that the line of com­ 
munication is intact back to the first base 
of operations. 
The capture of Yang 
Tsuu on the day following the battle of 
Pei Tsang is regarded as a highly sue 
cessful military achievement, especially 
in view of the fact that, it was looked 
upon as a stronghold whose capture 
might give the foreigners considerable 
trouble. 
Aside from the military developments 
of the day the diplomatic aspect of the 
crisis was made more clear by the pub­ 
lication of the demand made by the 
United States on the imperial govern­ 
ment of China and transmitted to Min­ 
ister Wu last evening.
